Chins. The contrast in the ‘style of Mr. 
Wanpe's writing and Sir Roraerrorp Ar- 
cocr’s is very alriking. The former has ovi~ 
dently formed his opmiona from facté, the 
latter: merely from abstract considerations ; 
and tho great ddvantage poasesscd by Mr. 
Wane’s exposition of the question is that he 
in every caso gives us tha reason for hia views: 
and thus if they aro wrong wo can at least 
see upon what grounds they wero based, 
\ From Sir Ruraerzorp Aucocr’s despatches 
it was utterly impossible to arrive atanything 
amore definite than that the China question 
was d difficult one, ond that it had better be left 
alone, a curious conclusion for a Minister to 
come to, but certainly all that could be glean- 
ed from the late Minister's statements. Mr. 
Wann admits that difficulties exist; but, in a 
practical spirit points out how far they can be 
remedied.--In almost every essential point, 
he goes far in advance of his ci-devant chief. 
In reapect to the transit dues it is to be re- 
gretted that be is somewhat vague,’ as, while 
he admita that foreign goods in Chineso 


“hands are exempted from barrier dues, 


he yet holds that thoy must be the 
dona. jide property of British merchants, 
or will not ba -entitled to the protec. 
tion of the transit duea clauses, This dis- 
tinction iw rather fine on so ‘important a 
point, but Mr. Wang's view has at ledst this 
advantage as compared with Sir Rurmrr- 
FORD Axcocg’s that, as far os it goes it ap. 
plics equally to Exports and Imports. On 
this point, however, in the maiu it appears 
unfortnnately that bath Secretary and Minis. 
ter were alike-at sea; and, if as Mr. Wave 
states with apparent truth we cannot prevent 
the Chinese taxing foreign. trade inland in 
some form or another, even if we gotrid of the 
heavy lekin tex, we are clearly driven to the 
conclusion that the next best step for further- 
ing our commercial interests is to extend 
the centres where foreigners can reside, and 
so do as much as is practicable by indirect and 
moral influence to reduce the chargo in tron- 
sit.and, at tha nlacaa of conanmotion. 

In this direction it is noticeable that oll 
Mr. Wanz's propositions are in advance of the 
views expressed by Sir RUTHRRFORD ALcocK. 
In regard to tho questions of opening new 
ports ; of the refund of levies in excess of the 
transit dues, when discovéréd ; of extending 
trade on tho River Yangtaze; of plucing the 

Opium traffic upon tha same footing as the 
trade in other goods, and in various other 
matters of the like nature, he makes practical 
and well considered suggestions, which can 
only be regretted were turned to go little ac. 
yeount by Sir koranrrorp; and hopes are 
given to us;-now that the deceptive conven- 
tion which that Minister proposed has been 
overthrown, that there may at last be some 
means found for extending foreign relations 
with China in a way which may appoar 
commensurate with eleven years under the 
nyetem established in 1860, and which was 
expressly designed to be but the beginning of 
« line of policy which should end in establish. 
ing foreign relations all over the Empire, 
That Mr. Wapr should have displayed so clear 
a desire to actin a progressive spirit is a mat- 
ter of congratulation; a3 the ides was gener- 
ally prévalont that his opinions were of a 
very differant nature. The memorandum 
now published is doubtless euch oe will sur- 
prise wany who have been unable to believe 
that the scholastic Chinese Secrétary, whose
